Hildebrande otherwyſe called, 
Gregorius the ſeuenth , was 
pope of Rome: But that thou 
mayeſt knowe (good chriſtian 
reader)how this is aduouched 
eA.lj. more

was deſirous to turne into our 
Engliſhe tounge from thearte 
of letters called grammer thys 
little booke, after that I had 
tranſlated the two bookes in 
foureſcore Sermons . But how 
ſoeuer it be nowe manifeſt e- 
noughe bythys aboue decla- 
red , how that theſe Sermons 
were tranſlated : I thinke not- 
withſtanding, that there will 
hardlye be found of them any 
Lattyne bookes being (I feare 
me)vtterlye peryſhed & made 
out of the _waye ſince the-con- 
queſt by ſome which coulde 
not well broke thys doctrine, 
And that ſuch hath bene the 
dealing 
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dealing of -ſome partiall rea- 
ders , may partlye hereof ap- 
peare. There is yet a very aun- 
ciet boke of Cannons of Wor- 
ceter librarye , and is for the 
moſt parte all in Latyne, but 
yet intermyngled in certayne 
places,cue thre or foure leaues 
together with the olde Saxon 
tounge 7: and one place of this 
booke handleth thys matter 
of the ſacrament : but a fewe 
lynes,wherin dyd conſiſte the 
g's TY of the cotrouer- 
fie, beraſcd out by ſome rea- 
der : yet conſider how the cor- 
ruption of hym,whoſoeuer he 
was, is bewrayed. This part of 
the Lattyne booke was taken 
out of jj. 'epiſtles of Xlfrike 
before named, & were written 
of hym aſwell in the Saxon 
tounge, as the Lattyne . The 
Saxon epiſtles be yet whole to 
be had 1n the librarye of the 
ſame 
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ſame church,in a boke written 
4ll in Saxon,and is intituled, a 
bokeof Canons,& ſhrift. boke. 
But in the Church of Exeter, 
theſe epiſtles be ſcene both in 
the Saxon tounge, and alſo in 
the Lattyne . By the which it 
ſhall beeaſie for any to reſtore 
agayne, not onely the ſenſe of 
the place raſed in Worceter 
booke , butalſo the very ſame 
Larttyn wordes.And the words 
of theſe two epiſtles , ſomuch 
as concerne the facramentall 
bread & wyne , we here ſet im- 
mediatlye after the Sermon: 
fyrſtin Saxon, then the words 
of the ſecond epilſtle we ſet al- 
ſo in Lattyne:delinering them 
moſt faythfully as they are to 
be ſcene in the bookes from 
whence they are taken.

ipocriſfie -of monkes-., after, 
that the ſame had been a longe 
tyme, by the iuſte judgement 
of God, vtterlye aboliſhed,rhe 
Danes 'poyling them', & cru» 
elly burning them vp in there 


houſes,as isat large,and plen- 
tifuliye confeſſed 1n the hiſto- 
ryes of their owne churches. 
For thys newe rearing vp of 


monkerie is Z£thelwolde cal- 
led in moſte olde hiſtoryes 
pater monachorum, the father of 
monkes . Vnder thys &thel- 
wolde was £lfrike traded vp 
in lerning, as he witneſſeth of

But what was 
the condition and ſtate of the 
church , whe £lfricke him felf 
liued?In deede to confefſe the 
truth,itwas in diuers pointes 
of Religion full of blindnes 
and tgnoraunce : full of chil- 
dyth ſeruitude to ceremonies, 
as it was longe before and af- 
ter:and to much genen to the 
loue of monketye, which now 
at thys tyme vameaſurablye 
tooke roote, and grewe excel- 
finely. But yet to fpeake what 
the aduerſaryes of the truth 
hane indged of thys time , it is 
moſt certayne, that there 1s no 
ageof the church of England, 
which

renced,and thought more ho- 
ly then thys. For of what age 
haue they canonized ynto vs 
more ſ{ain&tes and to their ly- 
king more notable? Fyxſt Odo 
Archbyſhop of Canteaburye, 
who dyedin the beginning of 
king Edgars raigne, Then king 
Hagar hym ſelte , by whom 
Xltricke was made abbot of 
Malmeſburye . Then Edward 
called the Martyr kyng Ed- 
gatrs baſtard ſonne, Then Edi- 
tha kyng Edgars baſtarde 
daughter,Alſo Dunſtane arch- 

byſhop of Canterbury, of who 

Mlfricke was greatly eſtemed, 

#thelwold bithop of Winche- 

ter, vnder whom Xlfricke had 

hys firſt bringing vp. Oſwalde 

byſhop of Worceter, and after 

Archbyſhop of Yorke , who 

made eAlfricke abbot of S:Al- 

bons. Wulfline biſhop of Scyr. 

Cj. burne 
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burne, vnto whom e#lfricke 
wryteth the firſt of the epiſtles 
we here ſpeake of . Elfiedaa 
Nunne of Romeſey, and Wul- 
hilda Abbeſle of Barkyng ,1y- 
ued in the dayes of king Ed- 
gar. And laſte of all Wifritha 
K.Edgars cocubyne . All theſe 
I ſay with ſome other more, be 
canonized for ſainctes of this 
age in which E£lfricke him ſelf 
liuedin great fame & credite, 
Alſo Leofricke and Wultline, 
whom we haue ſhewed to haue 
been the geuers of thoſe Can- 
non bookes whetin be ſeene 
X&\frickes epiſtles be reucren- 
ced for moſte holy men and 
faintes of their churches. And 
theſe 1j. lived byſhops in the 
comming 1n of the Conque- 
rour . Thus doe ſome men 
now a dayes not-onely diflent 
in docrine from their owne 
church, butalſo from that age 

| of their 
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of their churche whiche they 
haue thought: moſte holy,and 
indged a mott excellet paterne 
to be folowed. Wherfore what 
-may we-nowe thinke of that 
great coſent,wherof the Roma 
niſtes haue long made vaunte, 
to witte , their docrine to 
haue cotinued many hundred 
yeares as it were lincked toge- 
ther with a cortinuall chaine, 
wherof hath been no breche 
at any time; Truely this their 
ſo great affirmation hath vtte- 
red vnto vs notruth , a8 good 
chriſtian reader thou mayeſt 
well iadge by dulye weighing 
of this which hath been ſpo- 
ken , and by the reading alſo 
of that which here followeth, 
wherunto I now leaue thee.

Whe 
this thing was efpied by them that
